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Opening France’s 
Christmas Gift 


Today we will open France’s 
Christmas gift to the Western 
world — the package labeled 

“Crisis — don’t 
open until after 
Dec. 25.’’ 


The French 
vote rejecting 
German re- 
armament and 
the Western 
European 
Union was 
close — 280 .to 
259. News of it 
reached Amer- 


ica in the early hours of the day 
before the great Christian holi- 
day. Without doubt it made ob- 
servance of that day more sub- 


dued and grave in a small house 
near Augusta, Georgia, called 
*““Mamie’s Cabin;”’ in the an- 
cient, Victorian brick house at 
No. 10 Downing Street, London, 
England, and a_ comfortable 
dwelling in Rqme, Italy. 

And assuredly, the Christmas 
of Mendes-France, premier of 
the politically erratic nation 
which shocked him with this 
vote, was not one of relaxation 
and contemplation, but of pres- 
sure and a rallying of all avail- 
able coalition whips. 

Mendes-France has been, for 
a brief period, something of a 
political miracle. He has re- 
stored something of faith, hope 
and continuity to French gov- 
ernment. The nation’s economy 
has improved as_ confidence 
grew. On at least two previous 
Occasions of crisis Mendes- 
France has been able to bring 
his country back from the abyss 
of political chaos toward which 
so many of the French Assembly 
seemingly wish to move. It may 
be he will do it again this week. 


Courage 


Certaihly he did not draw 
back. He is a forthright man. 

Once the vote was determined 
he called for a vote of .confi- 
dence. Debate begins today. 
In the parliamentary form of 
government this means that if 
he loses the test, expected to 
be completed today or tomorrow, 
he will resign with his cabinet. 
Within hours France may be 
without a government and lack- 
ing any possible premier—save 
one of the old distrusted failures. 

Should such an unhappy re- 
sult ensue all France would suf- 
fer. The currency most certainly 
would lose strength; business 
would be curtailed, and a se- 
vere decline in national morale 
would work its poisonous way 
through the blood stream of the 
economy and politics. 

France, by voting down her 
premier, has provided the Rus- 
sians with a substantial victory. 
While the vote was by no means 
a parliamentary Communist tri- 
umph, since the conservative 
and reactionary groups were a 
part of it; nonetheless, it was 
a very definite Soviet triumph. 

Kremlin influence, while it has 
not been dissected out of the 
Friday result so as to estimate 
its size, was without question 
a substantial part of it. Moscow 
has been threatening France 
with an abrogation of the mu- 
tual friendship treaty if she 
should vote for German rearma- 
ment: We may be sure that 
even as Mendes-France toiled 
through the weekend, the Com- 
munist leadership also was at 
work and will be felt in the de- 
bates of today. 


The Key ; 

France is the key. Italy and 
Great Britain already have ac- 
cepted the plans for German re- 
armament and Western Euro- 
pean union. In Italy the“Com- 
munist Party has suffered a 
g@vere setback in its latest test 
at the polls. France has pro- 
vided the Kremlin with her 
great opportunity to thwart the 
United Sfates, Italy and Great 
Britain. At this moment in his- 
tory there stands’ in the way of 
a really colossal Communist ac- 
complishment only the small, 
somewhat squat figure of a man 
called’ from obscurity to sur- 
prising fame and, even more 
unexpected accomplishment — 
Mendes-France. 

The people of France believe 
fn him. 

His enemies in the Assembly 
have been carrying on a dev- 
ious, dishonest campaign. They 
praise him in public but vote 
against him when they can. 

His best hope is that over the 
weekend the weight of this opin- 
ion will be felt enough by those 
who voted against him Friday 
to reverse that decision.

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State Schools Have 
Long, Proud History 


If the Declaration of Independence in 
1776 signalled the revolution against Old 
World politics and economics by Amer- 
ita, the first Georgia Constitution adopted 
a year later extended it to the field of 
education. 

Article LIV of that Constitution read: 
“Schools shall be erected in each county 
and supported at the general expense of 
the state as the Legislature shall here- 
after point out and direct.” 


The intent of that sentence is clear. 
It formed the basis of what later was to 
become the American public school sys- 
tem—a system of: free schools for every- 
one, regardless of economic standing, with 
an avowed purpose of improving the gen- 
eral welfare of the state. 

The idea was unprecedented. The first 
legislation to put it into effect was passed 
in 1780. Another act, 1783, laid out a gen- 
eral idea for a state-supported school sys- 
tem. In- 1785 a statewide system was 
adopted with the chartering of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and the grant of 40,- 
000 acres of land for that institution’s 
support. 

All schools in the state, in accord with 
that act of 1785, were to be a part of 
the university system. 


Although the pattern was laid, down 
for the American school system by this 
group of farsighted early Georgians, it was 
a long time before it became effective in 
this state. Georgia had no money and no 
effective method of collecting revenue for 
school support. The state school idea 
drifted. The system of academies grew 
up and it was not until 1801 that the 
first building at the University was under- 
taken. 


Later the university’s lands were sold 
and it managed to eke out a meager exist- 
ence from student fees. Higher education 
was restricted to the few and the state 
primary education program suffered for 
a century. Lack of funds prevented reali- 
zation of the ideal of universal education 
—the university and the common schools 

™ alike fell far short. 


Only in the last 25 years have Geor- 
gia schools and colleges even approxi- 
mated the goals set for them by the orig- 
inal fathers of public education. Only in 
the last decade has the state undertaken to 
fulfill its responsibilities, with adoption of 
the Minimum Foundation Program for 
Education. Only in the last few years 
have the state colleges begun to recover 
from the starvation of former years. 


Georgia has come a long way in educa- 
tion. It is just now realizing fully, how- 
ever, the role education must play in a 
modern industrial society—a role that 
Gov. Lumpkin recognized as long ago as 
1830. It is just now’ overcoming the plan-

tation system that saw education as 
necessary only for the few. 
A modern industrial state—such as 


Georgia is becoming so rapidly—demands 
intelligent workers, farmers, merchants 
and technicians. Georgia’s future rests on 
a program of improving the quality as 
well as the number of its citizens. Its 
school system must be retained and must 
keep pace with its economic growth unless 
the latter is to be stunted and delayed.

Farm Bureau Official Hits Benson Policies; 
‘Aimed at Destroying Family-Size Farmer’ | 


Fitzgerald—I have just finished 
reading Mr. Ralph McGill's column 
and I am constrained to reply. 
The entire article is devoted to 
fulsome praise of Mr. Ezra Taft 
Benson, and among other praise- 
worthy actions Mr. McGill cites 
his courage and wisdom in trying 
to abolish so-called rigid price sup- 
ports. 

Just what rigid price support 
does he refer to? Is he by chance 
referring to the minimum wage 
law or to the subsidy to railroads 
and airlines? Or does he refer to 
the loss absorbed by the tax pay- 
ers in granting ‘newspapers and 
periodicals mailing privileges at 
one-fourth their cost—or maybe he 
refers to tariffs. All of these are 
rigid price supports. If he is re- 
ferring to farmers, they have not 
now nor ever had a rigid price sup- 
port. Our only price support is a 
percentage of so-called parity 
which presumably gives a farmer 
a certain percentage o his former 
purchasing power. ‘cshis price has 
been steadily declining for the past 
few years. Nothing can be more 
flexible than that. 


Now let's take a nice long look 
at what Mr. Benson has actually 
done for the farmer. He announced 
this year that the cotton acreage 
must be reduced by 1 per cent and 
to" accomplish this, he cut the 
state of Georgia by 25 per cent. 
He then figured that was not 
enough so he cut the price 742 per 
cent. That still was net enough, 
so he announced that if a farmer 
used any of this acreage to grow 
vegetables for the mafket he would 
lose all price support on all crops. 
All this has occurred this year 
and it could be Mr. Benson has 
further plans for reducing farm- 
ers income. 

Certainly no.farmer in Georgia 
approves of it. 


Mr. McGill states that he thinks 
Mr. Benson might well ruin the 
farmers if he has not already done 
so, but he still pfaises him. 


The cold fact in regard to Mr. 
Benson is that he has deliberately 
set out to destroy the family size 
farmer in the United States as 
anyone can see’ by checking his ac- 
tions. It is sheer nonsense to say 
that reducing the farmers’ income 
would benefit the country @s a 
whole and as shrewd a man as 
Benson is well aware of it. 

If he wants to reduce the sur- 
plus we suggest that he offer it for 
sale or barter abroad. Farmers do 
not produce explosives or guns, 
or the other machinery of war 
They produce food and clothing 
and so long as there are people in 
the world who are hungry, cold 
and ragged, there is no surplus. 

But don't .set the farmers apart 
as second class Americans and say 
that we are all entitled to 75 per 
cent of a first-class American's in- 
come and privilege. We don’t like 
that and neyer will.

Alpena, Mich.—Prior to the 1934 
devaluation of our money we pos- 
sessed five billion gold dollars of 
25 and 9-10 grains content, about 
10 billion dollars in paper money 
and in silver coin, and 45 billion 
savings dollars. In other words, 
our total volume of currency 
ranged around 60 billion dollars 
all of which, after proper ex- 
change, was redeemable in gold 
currency on demand. 

Devaluation reduced our gold 
dollar’s content (weight) to 15 and 
7-21 grains. From our devaluation 
we gained a@ profit of two billion 
15 and 7-21 grain gold dollars. 

From a gold standpoint (intrin- 
sic standpoint) devaluation wiped 
out 41 cents worth of value from 
every one of our dollars. Roughly, 
the New Deal devaluation did 
away with 20 billion dollars worth 
of intrinsic value of our money. 

Whether we are Democrats or 
Republicans and regardless what 
our station in life may be, the 
time has come for us to do every- 
thing in our power to prevent fur- 
ther debasement of the intrinsic 
value of our medium of exchange.
